RIVIERA NAYARIT REBOUNDS IN 2010 WITH HIGHEST OCCUPANCY 
RATE IN MEXICO AND BRAND AWARENESS INCREASE IN NORTH 

AMERICAN MARKET 

Riviera Nayarit, Mexico (February 15, 2011) - Last year proved to be a banner year 
for Riviera Nayarit, Mexico. Following a challenging tourism year for Mexico, there is 
conclusive evidence that Riviera Nayarit is not only garnering more brand awareness 
amongst travel agents and consumers, but has also experienced a significant increase in 
hotel occupancy. 

According to data collected by the Tourism Department (SECTUR) of the Mexican 
Federal Government and released on February 3 rd . 201 1, occupancy rates for Riviera 
Nayarit improved by 33.2% over 2009 and closed with the highest occupancy rate 
increase in the country. In support of the data, Riviera Nayarit saw a 14.3% increase of 
visitor arrivals to the destination in 2010 compared to 2009. 

The Riviera Nayarit Convention and Visitors Bureau also welcomed several new 
members into the region's Association of Hotels and Motels. With the inclusion of new 
members, the inventory of rooms has increased by 5%. New hotels include: Marival 
Residences; Imanta; Taheima; Grand Luxxe and La Tranquila.

Moreover, data from a survey conducted among North American travelers and travel 
agents show that brand awareness has also significantly increased from 2009 to 2010. 

Among Americans, 13% of travelers surveyed recognize the Riviera Nayarit brand and 
link the destination with high quality holiday products. This is an increase of 5.3% over 
2009 when only 4.3% claimed to be familiar with the destination. Studies have also 
shown that 70% of consumers recognize the Riviera Nayarit brand in 2010, over 47% in 




2009. In Canada, 15.7% of those that travel were familiar of Riviera Nayarit, whereas in 

2010, that number increased to 23.8%. 43.8% of which were informed online via 
destination packages.
